Joseph 'Kirk, 
who lives near Clearfield in the central 
part of the state, caught many of 
them in his orchard. Silas Khuhn of 
Oak Crest, Greene County, in exti-eme 
southwest Pennsylvania, says hun- 
dreds of them are frisking over his_> 
snowelad farm. 


The phenomenon has shaken 
the

ticles of weather prophet faith. He 
openly admits that from this time 
forth he is a groundhog free thinker, 
if not an out and out infidel.

Some of them 
escaped bankruptcy and sheriff sales 
by narrow margins. Now they aiV 
hoping for continued cold weather. 
Today the trees are in fine condition. 
The rest they had from bearing last 
year brought to them renewed vig-or. 
Barring untimely warm weather and 
xintimely budding the promise of a 
fine fruit crop this year is of the best.

WITH THE FORK 


No rule is so general, which admits not 


some exceptions,—Robert Burton. 
A 


BOUT the fork centers a good 


deal of controversy, and on this 
subject the well-bred 
"English 


person always aisugrens with the well- 
bred American .who Is as yet ulnllu- 
enced by British notions. 
The- Eng- 


lishman Insists that the fork, when 
used with the meat course, should nev- 
er be taken from the left baud, and 
that, it should be held always tines 
down; while the 
average 
well-bred 


American; sees no harm in shifting it 
to his right hand when he is using it 
to convey food from his plute to his 
mouth, and In turning It tines upper- 
most when he finds that most conveni- 
ent. 
When he does this, the British- 


er says he is using his fork like 
a 


shovel, and this to him is unpardon- 
able. 


The fact seems to be that the Brit- 


ish mode Is 'spreading 
and that in 


many, if not most, bof,rd.ing schools, 
where good manners are insisted on 
us jmich as French or English nnd 
rather mure than arithmetic and geog- 
raphy, the British way with the fork 
is insisted upon. But remember that 
.there Is authority for both methods, 
nnd that many well-bred persons are 
none the less well bred because they 
cling to the American method. 


But however you use your fork, see 


that you don't clutch It too greedily, 
and likewise see that you do not cram 
the Iprk with food with the :\id of the 
knife. 
It is extremely awkward and 


bad manners to use the fork as a 
masher in eating potatoes and other 
vegetables. You should simply detach 
a bit of the potato by means or the 
tines of the fork, and carry this to 
the month without crushing it between 
the tines. 
Never put more on the 


fork than you can take in one mouth- 
ful. 
Some persons you know take a 


large morsel on the fork ut once, and 
then take it in two mouthfuls at once. 
This is a small matter, but it is one 
of those little things that constitute 
had table manners. 


Never use the fork In order to reach 


for anything that is'njat on your own 
platp. 
If food is .served to you 
on 


serving dishes, there should be serv- 
ice spoons or forks, and you should 
help yourself liy means of these Just 
as you would in your own home. If 
the bread plate is out of reach the 
very ill-mannered person sometime?; 
reaches it by means of his fork. 


Some persons forget that when tlvg 


fork Is not actually in use conveying 
food to the mouth that! it must he laid 
ncross the plate. It should not simply 
be laid with the prongs resting on the 
plate, much less should it he held in 
mid-air. 
Some persons, when they 


wish butter on potatoes or other vege- 
tables, take It from their butter plates 
by means of the fork. 
If there is no 


butter knife, then the regular knife 
.should be used. On no account should 
ifco fork be used for this purpose.
